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Chief says ‘Prowler’ is connected 
with attack of Sierra Madrean 


Sierra Madre Police Chief Bill Betts told The 
News Tuesday morning that the assault of Whitney 
Bennett, 16, of Arno Drive in Sierra Madre was 
‘‘just another caper” of the “Night Prowler’’ sus¬ 
pect who was arrested in downtown Los Angeles 
Saturday. 

The bludgeoning to her head and neck took 
place early .Fuly 6 as Bennett slept in her home. 

The chief said shoe prints linked the case 
with other attacks attributed to the suspect. 

Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Deputy John 
Broussard reported Tuesday that they are still 
looking for a small caliber weapon seen on the 
subject while he was being pursued. The gun was 
not on his body when he was captured by residents 
in Fast Los Angeles Saturday morning. Deputies 
are assuming that he threw it somewhere during 
the chase. 

Broussard suggests that anyone who finds the 
gun should call (213) 974-4341. He explains that the 
weapon is of great concern, not only as evidence, 
but also since it is a danger to small children. 

“It is an important piece of evidence that con¬ 
nects the suspect with several cases,” Broussard said 
Tucsdav. 


“The su.spect’s capturers are to be commended 
on their restraint,” he stated. 

As has been reported in other media, residents 
of the community in E. Los Angeles where the 
suspect was .spotted took after him, one of them 
striking him with a metal rod until the suspect 
was bleeding about the head. They retained him 
until law enforcement personnel arrested the sus¬ 
pect . 

The News asked Broussard why the suspect is 
being held in protected custody. He answered, 
“Whenever a person is suspected of a mass killing, 
he is put in a high security cell for his own 
safety.” 

Will that sort of treatment continue? Yes, 
Broussard said. 

“As a custodial facility, our main job is to 
retain the person in custody until due process. 
While he’s in our custody, we are responsible for 
his safety and security and we must maintain that 
type of security.” 

Californians are heaving a collective sigh of 
relief that the suspect is incarcerated and that now 
a certain degree ol safety remains. 


Undergrounding of utilities begins 


Workmen have begun tearing up the pavement 
and digging trenches at Sierra Madre Blvd. and 
Baldwin Ave. as a beginning of the undergrounding 
of utility cables in the lighting district in Sierra 
Madre. 

Southern California Edison obtained the fed¬ 
eral grant. Rule 20 funds, totaling $275,966 over 
a year ago. 

Edison, General Telephone and Group W are 
pooling their cables into one trench, that is now 
being dug, to complete the operation of burying 
all above-ground wires. 

Operations are starting just past Howie’s Mar¬ 
ket and will travel down S. Baldwin to Hampton 
Rd. and include a portion of W. Bonita to the 
sub station, according to Kathy Jackson, ad¬ 
ministrative assistant to City Administrator Jim 
McRea. 

As soon as the wires are completely placed 


in the trench, poles will be removed. 

Jackson says there was a public hearing Sept. 
11, 1984 and the Sierra Madre City Council ap¬ 
proved the action. Bidding on various parts of the 
operation has taken nearly a year. 

Jackson explains that if the funds are not 
used in a particular town, they are lost to that 
town and are used in a lighting district organized in 
another town. 

The entire imdergrounding job will take ap¬ 
proximately six months, according to a spokesper¬ 
son for Southern California Edison. Right now the 
sub-structuring is taking place and that should be 
completed before the holidays in about three 
months. Next the cables are pulled through, then 
residents who are having their utilities underground¬ 
ed will have their work synchroni/ed with Edison. 
The final work is pole removal.

Possibie scam 
hits Sierra Madre 

The possibility of a scam broke at the end 
of last week when a Sierra Madre woman called 
The News to report a plainclothes male re¬ 
questing C.O.D. funds in return for a booklet. 

The man came to the door and asked for 
the woman’s daughter, saying he had a col¬ 
lect package from United F’arcel Service. Jhe 
man was not in uniform and he was not driving 
aU.FCS.truck. 

Thinking quickly, the woman excused her¬ 
self and surreptitously called her daughter to 
inquire whether or not she was to receive a 
package. The daughter replied negatively, so 
the Sierra Madrean told the unidentified man 
she did not have enough money to pay him. 

He asked how how much she had and she 
said, “Not enough.” He asked why she did 
not pay by check and she fibbed that her hus¬ 
band had their only checkbook. 

.According to a spokesperson for United 
F’arcel Service, often plainclothes supervisors 
go out in the areas to collect C.O.D. orders. 
If they do not collect, they usually put the pack¬ 
age on the U.I’.S. truck for the next day’s ser¬ 
vicing. As of Tuesday there were no packages 
placed on the truck for the Sierra Madre area 
run. 

A spokesperson for U.P.S. suggested that 
anyone having this experience should notify 
U.F^.S. or the Sierra Madre F’olice, 355-1414. 
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Never relax 
home security 

Now that law enforcement agencies have a sus¬ 
pect who is the alleged “Valley Intruder, “Walk 
In Killer,” “Night Stalker,” we all tend to heave 
a sigh of relief and open all the doors and windows 
in this hot, September weather. 

Sgt. Larry Lutzow, who, with Sgt. Wayne 
Bailey, is in charge of training for the Neigh¬ 
borhood Watch program in Sierra Madre, warns 
everyone that the program is always in the vogue. 

Although the killer who stalked California for 
months might be the suspect who was caught in 
downtown Los Angeles Saturday, it is well to re¬ 
member that there are many burglars out there. 
Lutzow says “He has knocked burglaries down by 
one-third. They have been afraid of him, too.” 

However, with two policemen on duty at one 
time to protect 10,(XX) Sierra Madre citizens, it is 
well “to watch out for each other,” Lutzow cautions. 
Of course, he adds, the Neighborhood Watch pro¬ 
gram is the best tool for that. 

Anyone who wishes to start a “Watch” pro¬ 
gram should first contact neighbors to find out how 
many are interested. If only two or three indicate 
an interest, the police would be glad to come out 
for an individual free home security check. If 
more are interested, the police should be contact¬ 
ed at 355-1414 and a mutually-agreed-on date set 
for the meeting. 

At the meeting, which is usually held in one of 
the homes, police present a slide and tape show 
that describes how burglars work. Then police hand 
out helpful pamphlets and describe to the neighbors 
the various locks available and how doors and 
windows can be secured. 

Homes can be open but secure if residents 
open a window six inches and drive a nail or 
screw into the jam so the sash cannot be opened. 
Only air can enter a home secured in that manner. 

Lutzow warns residents not to barricade doors 
with chairs or tables because in case of fire it would 
be difficult to escape quickly. Also, he says, the 
EMTs could not enter in case of a health emer¬ 
gency. He suggests people check their doors and 
windows before going to bed to reassure them¬ 
selves.

Janet Hind and her daughter, Lucy, and Derek 
James returned to England Tuesday after having 
spent over two weeks in the United States, using 
the Sierra Madre home of Linda and David Osborn 
as base. 

First impressions? The climate here is wonder¬ 
ful. Mow nice to sit outside with very few bugs 
to bother. The people are polite and friendly, 
and distances to travel here are mind-boggling. 

“Here people seem to have more time to go to 
the store and even the bag boys are friendly,” 
Hind observes. 

Shops there close at 5:30 p.m. and nothing 
is open on Sundays. Pubs are open only from 11 
a.m. to 3 p.rn., and from 7 - 10:30 p.m., six 
days and on Sunday are open from noon to 2 p.m. 

Disneyland was of particular significance to the 
travelers. “Thousands of people cleaning up . . . 


maybe if they had something that scale m Britain . . .” 
they muse. 

They also went to Big Sur and stayed in a 
log cabin in the woods and went to Tijuana 
briefly. They loved Big Sur and the “hippie types” 
who waited tables in restaurants but were not 
impressed with that glimpse of the Mexican border 
town. 

They were amazed at the amount of watering 
we do here to keep lawns and Bowers thriving. 

“In England, if you don’t have rain for three 
or four weeks, it’s a drought,” James says.

Task force urges 
buying ‘recyclables’ 

Californians are creating a 95,000-ton 
mountain of trash every day, and it is 
costing taxpayers plenty. 

And unless throwaway habits are 
replaced by a recycling ethic, those costs 
are going to get a lot higher. 

“We’re tearing down mountains to ex¬ 
tract natural resources, then building new 
mountains of trash in their place,” said 
Bill Shireman, executive director of Ca¬ 
lifornians Against Waste (CAW), a 36,000- 
member citizen lobby that advocates re¬ 
cycling. 

The Task Force on California Recyc¬ 
ling proposed a five-point plan to vastly 
increase recycling throughout California; 

1. A “Buy Recyclables” educational 
campaign to motivate consumers to buy 
and use products in recyclable packages 
and products made of recycled materials; 

2. “Demand-side” legislation to re¬ 
move artificial tax barriers to recycling, 
such as outdated natural resource de¬ 
pletion allowances which subsidize man¬ 
ufacturers who use virgin resources rather 
than recycled ones; 

3. “Supply-side” legislation, such as 
local curbside recycling programs and a 
statewide returnable container law, or 
“bottle bill,” to generate new supplies of 
recyclables; 

4. Networks among California re¬ 
cyclers, to advocate their needs on a 
local and statewide basis, and provide 
market information to help stabilize see¬ 
saw prices for recyclable commodities; 

5. A solid waste data base, to give 
local public officials the means to de¬ 
termine the most coast-efficient recycling 
programs for their communities. 

Education is the most important el¬ 
ement of the plan, according to the task 
force. “The key is to make people think 
about recycling,” said Shireman. “We 
must create habits and attitudes that will 
overcome the legislative and information¬ 
al barriers to recycling. 

Simple changes of habit could reduce 
waste costs by more than $100 million 
per year, according to Shireman. He out¬ 
lined five steps that individuals could take 
to reduce waste by more than 10%: 
— Buy beverages in returnable bottles 
rather than in throwaway plastic, glass 
or metal containers. 

— Avoid Styrofoam packaging, like plastic 
cartons and fast food trays, when pa¬ 
per alternatives are available. 

— Avoid plastic packaging, like plastic 
produce and grocery bags, when a re¬ 
usable brown paper bag will do the 
job. 

— Save lawn clippings and other organic 
waste to be composted so nutrients 
are returned to the soil rather than 
adding to municipal trash. 

“These steps alone could cut waste 
by nearly four million tons per year and 
give communities some breathing time to 
enact permanent recycling systems to 
conserve natural resources,” said Shire¬ 
man. 

The Task Force on California Re¬ 
cycling is composed of California recyc¬ 
lers, farmers, conservationists, labor rep¬ 
resentatives and business people con¬ 
cerned with conserving California’s na¬ 
tural resource base.

“The History of the Dog” 


Some 40 million years ago, there were no 
wolves, dogs. ^at'. or bears, but only the 
common ancestor of them all. Scientist' call 
this long-extinct animal Miacis (pronounced 
My-a-Kiss). He had a long body, even longer 
tail and short legs. He was a forc't dweller, 
lived in trees and had retractile claws like a 


cat. 

Some of the Miacis' descendants became 
very adept at runtiing and used this as their 
mode of capturing prey. From these ancient 
running animal' came the dog family. The dogs 
were initially wild (canidae or canids) but 
primitive man began to domesticate them near¬ 
ly 15 to 20 thousand years ago. 

Different breeds of dogs were developed a' 
early man noticed the inborn aptitudes of in¬ 
dividual dogs. Shephards, for instance, were 
bred to refine their sense of property ow tier- 
ship and guarding instincts. The shephard dog 


had to drive cattle or sheep by nipping at their 
heels without injuring or stampeding the herd. 
By contrast, the hunting dog was bred for 
chasing down game and killing the animal. 

Some of the characteristics of the ancient 
dog family are still evident today. For instance, 
the dog hasn’t any starch-breaking enzy mes in 
his saliva and no masticating or grinding teeth. 
For this reason, it is proper for the dog to 
“bolt" down food. The dog still depends upon 
his sense of smell to learn about his environ¬ 
ment. 

The keeness of a dog’s nose is illustrated 
by the fact that he can smell one part of urine 
in 60 million parts of water (something good to 
remember when try ing to remove the odor of 
your dog’s “accident"). 

By smelling signposts, trees and other pro¬ 
minent objects, the dog knows what other dogs 
are in the neighborhood, their sex and whether 
they are friends or enemies. .And because of 
odors brought by the feet of other dogs, they 
may know from where they came and where 
they went. 

If you have questions or would like in- 
forniiition uhoul u poriiculur anitnul, pleuse 
H’lid your request to The .News offiee, 355- 
3324.

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Hawkins brings retail, 
manufacturing businesses 

to Sien'a Madre site 


Kathryn Hawkins is surrounded by a bunch of 
stuffed shirts and she loves it. 

Hawkins is the owner of “The Bear and the 
Hare,” a new retail shop and wholesale manufac¬ 
turing business about to open in Sierra Madre. 
The weekend opening is planned for Saturday, 
Sept. 14. 

Her “kids,” as she calls them, are stuffed 
animals of all shapes, sizes, colors and fabrics. 
And her manufacturing business sells to such 
stores as Geary’s, Beverly Hills, the Antique Guild 
and At Ease. 

Her business actually started two years ago 
when she moved to San Francisco and promptly 
was in an accident, causing one of her legs to be 
encased in a restricting cast. She had tried her 
hand at many jobs relating to her artistic bent 
(she’s an art major) and during her convalescence 
began making purses. Soon her craft expanded 
into a boutique in her mother’s Brentwood home. 
Products augmented to fabric picture frames and 
boxes. 

She signed up for a gift show and walked 
away with $7000 worth of orders. “1 had no 
employees, no money, no supplies, no plan, she 
laughs. But that did not deter her. 

Six months later at another gift show, she 
booked over $10,000 worth of orders. By now 
she was into making animals, having started with a 
wool plaid bear. 

“I needed capitol, so 1 went to Crocker Bank 
with two of my bears and said, ‘This is what I 
sell.’ I got the loan three days later. I’m still 
working with that bank.” 

Then she hauled in over $30,000 worth of 
orders at the next show and began working for 
Geary’s. She is also working with San Francisco 
Music Box Co., designing a bear around a music- 
box. 

“I’ll try. If it doesn’t work or look right. 
I’ll .scrap it. I’m flexible,” she says. 

She can afford to be less flexible, however, 
since she now sells her animals in over 30 states, 
including Alaska. Her repeat business stays at 
60%, and that means she has to keep the basic 
20 different animals and change fabrics, always 
assuring her clients by using only the best quality 
of fabric. She has also branched out into wreaths 
and Christmas ornaments. 

“My wholesale business is my bread and but¬ 
ter,” she says, explaining her six independent 
contractors who sew the animals in their homes 
and the three and four people who work at the 


She is also grateful for a retired fabric cutter 
who makes her life much easier by using an 
automatic cutting machine instead ot the earlier 
hand cutting of the pieces of animals. And then 
there’s the man who discovered a stuffing machine 
that blows the stuffing into an aimal shell in a 
minute. “It takes one of my women 15 to 20 min¬ 
utes to hand-stuff the animals,” she explains, 
explains. 

“1 adore Sierra Madre. 1 love the town, and 
feel safe here. I feel you can’t find a place like 
this in L.A. It’s a dream to live here — it’s 
the beginning of my life,” Hawkins says, very en¬ 
thused about the town. 

She wants to find representatives tor her wares 
in New York, Dallas, Chicago. 

She also says, “I just hope I live to be 40. 
1 don’t take good care of myself. 1 spread myscll 
too thin.” 

She is the “hare” in the name of the company 
and her business associate, Jean Kirby ol Monrovia, 
is the “bear.” Kirby is the production manager. 
“I do my instincts. People tell me the business is 
my personality. The product is me, Hawkins says. 

There’s no doubt about it. Kathryn Melanson 
Hawkins has arrived and is staying in Sierra Madre.

former Bethany Church structure, built by Louis Corneulle. 

and schools of architectural design. Daily, they came 
few hundred to investigate the building which was thought im¬ 
possible to build. 

Some came out and x-rayed the walls to learn 
more about the incredible and unique trusses that 
he had designed specially for this building. Even 
a special double-scissors truss was invented and has 
since become a regular componet of high-rise build¬ 
ing because of the strength it provides the struc¬ 
ture. Architects couldn’t believe the feats this little 
76-year-old Frenchman was accomplishing. 

Every aspect of the building was made to last. 
When Louis couldn’t fashion a part of his mon¬ 
ument, he would seek out and find a craftsman 
,^hn rniild build the part of his standards of crafts-

fill Ciothic church. Each stone fit like a piece of 
a pu//le. The 40,000 bricks, minus a 
some local children made pies out of them one 
night by stepping on them as they were drying, 
were all made on the lot. Even the soft hues of 
color that the cobblestones emitted would change 
with the moods of the sun. As the sun rose, they 
came alive with color and as it set, they would 
elow softly with the fading, reddish light. 


I he once dry, vacant lot began to change into 
a form of living art which aroused the interest 
of the whole community.

to Sierra Madre to find and renovate a store¬ 
front into a suitable church tor their religious 
group. However, the costs seemed too prohibitive ' 
for this plan and the idea was at a standstill 
until one night when Louis scared his wife by i 
waking up and calling out, “Cobblestone! We 
can use cobblestone to build our church.’’ 

After some debate on the subject, a vacant 
lot was purchased at the corner of Montecito and 
Baldwin. 

At this time, Louis did not realize that the 
real test of his skills was just beginning. 

Materials and manpower were on short supply 
with World War I in Europe just ending. So 
with the help of two hired hands and a little 
steel pipe, he began building the church with 
22-foot-high walls with its 152-feet-across dome. 

Sand for cement and plaster became the next 
needed item. However, its cost was too high for the 
limited budget and almost ended the project when 
Louis discovered that the material was only a few 
feet under the topsoil of their building site. Enough 
sand was dug up to supply 40,(XX) bricks, hund¬ 
reds of feet of plaster and the entire foundation. 

By the completion of the church, the sand pit 
was eight feet wide, six feet deep and 50 feet 
long. Louis had not yet discovered a way to fill 
in such a pit, when it was learned that the new 
city hall required the excavation of a large base¬ 
ment which would displace a lot of soil. This was 
the landfill that Louis was looking for. 

As the structure got closer to completion, a 
new interest in it began to arise. Area residents 
began to notice the beautiful stones as the near¬ 
sightless craftsmen transformed them into a beauti-

The lush green wood¬ 
lands that are produced 
by river floodplains are 
known to conservation¬ 
ists as riparian forests. 
Writing in the May issue 
of Defenders, the mag¬ 
azine of the education¬ 
al organization, “De¬ 
fenders of Wildlife,” 
James G. Deane and 
Dwight Holing report 
that in California, rip¬ 
arian forests are largely 
a memory. For example, 
the Sacramento River’s 
382 miles which traverse 
from Mt. Shasta to San 
Francisco Bay once com¬ 
manded a bordering for¬ 
est of nearly 800,000 
acres, consisting of a 4- 
to 5-mile wide expanse 
of valley forest. 

Replaced by orchards 
and farmlands, by dams 
and levees, with concrete 
blocks and boulders 
spread over the river 
banks in an effort to

prevent erosion that was 
formerly controlled by 
foliage root systems, on¬ 
ly a 12,000-acre remnant 
survives and most of this 
is in danger of vanishing 
due to continued de¬ 
velopment. 

The effect on the wild¬ 
life habitat has been 
drastic, especially for 
birds. In the 1920s, the 
yellow-billed cuckoo was 
estimated to number per¬ 
haps as many as 100,000 
breeding pairs. Today, it 
numbers only 1(K) to 2(X) 
breeding pairs and its 
population in Southern 
California is hardly 
greater than that of the 
California condor. 

Other factors, such as 
pesticide use, have con¬ 
tributed to the decline, 
but the loss of riverbank 
forest is considered the 
major cause. Species of 
hawks, warblers, chats 
and swallows, as well as 
fish and mammals, base 
also suffered.

The Army Corps of 
Engineers continues to 
alter the Sacramento Ri¬ 
ver with plans to expand 
the area of boulder co¬ 
verage by 25%. Reveg¬ 
etation efforts sponsored 
by the California Recla¬ 
mation Board have been 
criticized by California’s 
Department of Fish and 
Game and the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service as 
ineffective. 

A citizens’ group, the 
Sacramento River Pre¬ 
servation Trust, is critic¬ 
al of the Corps of En¬ 
gineers’ activities and is 
trying to gather support 
for restoring the natural 
river system, at least over 
a portion of its path. 

The same state of bio¬ 
logical loss exists for se¬ 
veral rivers here in South¬ 
ern California. The San 
Joaquin Valley has been 
termed the most devas¬ 
tated in California. The 
Santa Ana River has lost 
80% of its riverbank ha¬ 
bitat with more develop¬ 
ment in prospect. The 


Santa Ynez, the Santa 
Clara, the Santa Marga¬ 
rita Rivers are all threat¬ 
ened. 

Since nearly half of 
the Santa Margarita’s 
27-mile Bow is through 
Camp Pendleton, and 
the river is neither dam¬ 
med nor channeled, it 
possesses some of the 
richest remaining river 
woodland habitat in Ca¬ 
lifornia, home to at least 
520 different plants, 52 
different mammals, 43 


different reptiles and 221 
different birds. 

Two proposed dams 
promise to change this.

1 ut/.ow says that during the time of panic 
before the suspect was caught, many of the strange 
noises people heard during the night were caused 
by raccoons walking and avocados falling off 
trees. People were keeping their dogs indoors and 
‘‘varmints” had full run of the streets. 

One of the major problems in Sierra Madre 
is the lack of posting addresses. Often, the only 
number is on the curb and there is a car with a 
night permit parked directly in Iront ol that number, 
lie repeats, “Please put that house or apartment 
number where it can be seen easily from the street.” 

If someone knocks on the door, do not open 
the door, l.ut/ow says. Ask who the caller is and 
do not open up automatically if the caller iden¬ 
tifies himself as a policeman, l.ook through a door 
peephole or through a nearby window before open¬ 
ing the door to anyone. 

“Know your neighbors. Look out for each 
other. Remember that your police are on duty 24 
hours a day,” l.ut/ow says. 

He reports that within five to six years of doing 
the Neighborhood Watch, about 50-60% of the 
city has become involved in the program. Signs 
have been available and have been installed within 
the past three years. 

I ut/o\v says the police **clo not advocate the 
purchase of fire arms.” He says policemen have 
been met at front doors several times by citizens 
with guns. “It’s hazardous for us out there. 

During the recent emergency, miscellaneous ser¬ 
vice calls almost doubled, 1 ut/ow says. 

Out of 20 calls on the 9-1-1 number only, 
two have really been emergencies, he reports. Now 
that police have a suspect lor the Stalker, they 
will be much stricter about the use ol the 9-1-1 
on non-emergency calls.

He said, “Every part of the church should be 
built so that it will serve its guardians with du¬ 
rability and long service throughout the years.” 

From the massive handwrought hinges that 
secured the two massive oak doors to the Iront ol 
the church, to the stones that fit together so well 
that they didn’t add dead weight but built strength, 
the structure was a testament to a time when 
pleasure was derived from the quality of one’s work. 

A sense of pride for a Job well done was the 
theme of the craftsmen whose motto was to build 

it right or don’t build it at all. 

However, even with all of its beauty, liletimc 
qualities, love of labor and ingenious building tech¬ 
niques that could have been the single monument 
that would have placed Sierra Madre on the map, 
the old stonemason’s monument was torn down 
several decades later to allow for a newer struc¬ 
ture to take its place. 

In the book “A Cobblestone Ma.sterpiecc by 
One Man,” written by the late Sierra Madre res¬ 
ident Alice Clark, she foresaw the structure’s end 
when she said, “There are so many, many fine 
things in the world that are lost to most ol us, 
often because they are byond our little limit ol 
understanding.” 

This is true of this masterpiece — lost to us 
for all time.

VEC.ETABLE IVORY lU'TTONS — in 

I the past, the dyes on these buttons faded, 
and while manufacturers now produce a button 
colored with fast dyes, there are still a lew 
“vegetable ivory” buttons left on the market 
which fade. Pc sure to give the buttons close 
attention when you buy a garment, especially 
on “sale” or on “clearance” items. 

PLASTIC AND POI.Y-STVRF.NE BUT¬ 
TONS. Major problem here is one of sus¬ 
ceptibility to heat. If it’s a thermo-plastic 
button, it may lost its shape when heat is 
applied and may even dissolve in cleaning! 

(Jl.ASS BL'TTONS. Pretty, but a prob¬ 
lem. Preak in handling and often cut the tab- 
ric they’re fastened to. If you treasure your 
glass buttons, why not ask us to remove them 
before cleaning or snip them oil belore bring¬ 
ing them garment in? 

COVERED Bl'TTONS. Some covered 
buttons are stuffed with a fibrous material 
that releases a brown dye in cleaning. Like the 
vegetable ivory dye, this one can be diflicult 
to remove.

Apples are best 
in Julian 


Some of the world’s 
most delicious apples, as 
well as delectable raw 
cider that turns really 
zingy if you let it sit 
in the sun a few days, 
can be found in the en¬ 
virons of a delightfully 
quaint and historic little 
backwoods town in San 
Diego County. 

The backwoods town 
is Julian, located some 
50 to 60 miles cast of 
San Diego. 

Julian is nestled in the 
rugged mountainous area 
of Cleveland National 
Forest at an elevation of 
4200’. The elevation, of 
course, is what nurtures 
the marvelous apples. 

Dating back to the 
1870s, the town got its 
start with gold, followed 
by a boom in quart/. 
The Eagle & High Peak 
is still, to this day, an 
operating gold mine and 
abandoned shalls, with 
all their colorful ghosts, 
sprinkle ihc surrounding 
area. 

Many of the buildings 
in Julian have survived 
from the 1870s and the 
Julian Hotel, dating back 
to 1879 and its first own¬ 
ers who were former 
slaves, stands as the old¬ 
est ojicraiing hotel in 
Soiiihern California. Its 
Victorian decor, with 
guest rooms furnished in 
genuine Vielorianna, 
looked intriguing as a I n- 
lurc overnighi stay. 

The Julian Museum, 
once the lown’s brewery, 
features historic mc- 
nurrabilia olThc area and 


the library is housed in 
a wonderful old lormcr 
oue-room school house, 
complete with bell itnvcr, 
erected to summon the 
weak of will to wisdom. 
An added aiiraetion is 
the old jail house which 
also encouraged the weak 
of will to wisdom through 
a iruly woeful ineareera- 
lion. 

Julian boasts a num¬ 
ber of exeelleni res¬ 
taurants. We sanijiled 
Romano’s Dodge House 
and can aitesi to its ap¬ 
pealing Malian cuisine. 

At Santa Isabel Indian 
reservation can be found 
the faint remains id one 
of California’s ureal mis¬ 
sions — a portion of 
llie original floor of San¬ 
ta Isabel Mission, built 
in 1818. A new mission, 
built in the 1920s, stands 
jsroudly in the jilaec ol 
its noble jiredeeessoi. 

We found our apples 
and rau eider al the l ar- 
rners Mouniain Vale 
Ranch in Wynola, along 
with eye-eaiehing jams, 
jellies, honey, pies, can¬ 
dy, cakes and assorted 
mils, all created on the 
ranch silo. 

Returning to An/a- 
Biirrcgo via the l aguna 
Mouniain Reel eat ion 
area, vve drove ihroiigli 
woods, pristine and while 
with a mantle of snow, 
chomping on om Jon¬ 
athan apjsles and savor¬ 
ing the thought of the 
/iiigy eider to come, 
given jiaiienee and a 
warm sim.

Chocolate is 
everyone^s friend 


Chocolate T-shirts, 
newsletters, excursions, 
and posters all pay tri¬ 
bute to the addiction 
many Americans have 
for chocolate. The ave¬ 
rage American consumes 
about nine pounds of 
this confection per year. 

Baby boomers have 
grown up but not given 
up their passion for cho¬ 
colate. The hidden ad¬ 
diction of the past has 
emerged as a trendy pas¬ 
sion of the yuppie ge¬ 
neration. 

Lauded as a cure of 
ailments, an aphrodisiac 
and a potion bequeath- 
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ing divine powers, cho¬ 
colate brings a rich he¬ 
ritage to modern choco- 
philes. 

Theobroma, or “food 
of the gods’’ as 18th 
century Linnaeus refer¬ 
red to cacao, originated 
in the Amazon or Ori¬ 
noco basin more than 
4000 years ago. 

Cortes, the Mexican 
conqueror, was intro¬ 
duced to the cacao bean 
beverage by Montezuma, 
who drank the pres¬ 
tigious liquor from gold¬ 
en goblets, which were 
thrown away after one 
use. 

Spanish nobility hoard¬ 
ed Cortes’ discovery, but 
eventually the secret drift¬ 
ed across Europe. The 
Swiss are given credit for 
perfecting chocolate. 

Switzerland is also the 
origination point of an¬ 
other chocolate favorite, 
Ovaltine, which was ori¬ 
ginally developed as a 
nutritional food sup¬ 
plement for convalescing 
patients. In 1904, after 
years of research. Dr. 
Wander of Berne, Swit¬ 
zerland, developed a 
chocolate milk flavoring 
that provided the neces¬ 
sary nourishment needed 
by the sick. It tasted so 
good that patients de¬ 
manded the product be 
available in grocery stores 
after their discharge and 
the rest is history.

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Two local women assist 
with Worid Games for deaf 


The Olympics came back to Los Angeles again 
this summer, with the hosting of the XV World 
Games for the Deaf (WGD), July 10 - 20. 

There were several rea.sons why these games 
were extremely special. First, this was only the 
second time that the United States has hosted the 
Games; Paris, France, hosted the first Games in 
1924 and Washington, D.C. hosted them in 1965. 
Second, the WGD followed the great 1984 Los 
Angeles Olympic Games which provided much more 
exposure to all of the WGD athletes, especially 
the United States athletes. Third, the 1985 WGD 
was directed by a very talented woman. Carol 
Billone, games director, took a year from her Los 
Angeles teaching job to work 14-hour days en¬ 
suring a successful Games. Billone, who is deaf, 
accomplished just that, this past July. 

Sierra Madre has their own local women who 
were also involved in the Games. Jennie Jacobsen- 
Huse and Jennifer Tweddle were staff members for 
the aquatics sports of swimming and water polo 
which both took place at the Pepperdine University 
pool, also the site of the 1984 Olympic Water 
Polo venue. 

Jacobsen-Huse was the liaison for the United 
States water polo, as committee chairman for the 
handicapped, and the WGD organizing committee. 
She also worked as a desk official for all of the 
water polo matches. 

At first, the game officials who had never 
olfieiated a deaf water polo match, were not really 
sure how to effectively utilize their whistles; how¬ 
ever, as soon as the games began, it became clear 
that the deaf players were very much aware of the 
referees and their flags indicating which team had 
possession of the ball. Basically, the games were 
of good quality and speed, especially since the 
Americans had three players who were also mem¬ 
bers of the U.S. swim team. 

Jennie was Sierra Madre’s recreation supervisor 
tor lour years before accepting a position with the 
city of Irvine. Her position with Irvine is com¬ 
munity services supervisor in aquatics, which in¬ 
cludes such responsibilities as staffing and super¬ 


vising the three-pool complex which was the 1984 
site of the Olympic Modern Pentathalon swimming 
venue. Jennie is also a water safety and adapted 
aquatics instructor trainer and volunteers her time to 
teach four days per week within the Sierra Madre 
Adapted Aquatics program. 

The final results at the Olympics for the deaf 
showed the Italian team winning the gold medal, 
the United States earning the silver and the Hun¬ 
garians gaining the bronze medal. 

The United States finished in the highest place 
their team has ever accomplished since fielding a 
water polo team. The team was coached by Howie 
Clarke, who also coaches at Cypress College in 
Orange County. 

The second goalie, Phillip Clarks.son, attended 
PCC,where he was a member of the water polo 
team and the state championship swimming team. 
He was also a .swimmer for past USA - WGD 
teams, setting a free relay record as a 1975 
team member. 

Tweddle was heavily involved in the aquatics 
sports as an interpreter for both swimming and 
water polo. Jennifer is a senior at Cal State 
Hayward, with a human development major and a 
minor (first school to offer this in the country) 
in sign language. She truly had a chance to test her¬ 
self at the World Games for the Deaf. Jennifer is 
also a water safety instructor and an adapted 
aquatics instructor at the Sierra Madre pool. This 
summer, she is the director of the Sierra Madre 
Adapted Aquatics program. 

She was also able to utilize her talents as an 
interpreter for 1984 gold medalist swimmer Jeff 
Float and silver medalist water polo captain Terry 
Schroeder. One of her pre-games training sessions 
involved signing to her neighbor who turned out to 
be swimmer Float, who is also deaf and has swum 
in the WGD as well as the Olympics, 

Schroeder, who modeled for the male statue 
at the Coliseum, came to the water polo venue, 
especially to encourage the United States team.
